Hi Don, my Dad was telling me about the memory card w/ LCD case, and I came up 
with some stuff that might read on what my Dad was explaining to me. 

When he told me this, I immediately thought of memory cards for video game systems 
(because I grew up playing video games, see, and my Dad always gave me a hard 
time for playing to many video games!). 

There is a device by Sega is called the VMU (visual memory unit), that was made for 
the Dreamcast system, which is now obsolete. The patent number for this is 
6,478,679. What I really recommend is sending the examiner over to Mike O'Neill or 
Joe Cheng in class 436. And ask about memory cards with LCDs on them, because I 
know for a fact that some of the third party vendors for Sony developed a memory card 
with an LCD that tells you how many memory blocks are left for saved games. 

Also, I asked my officemate who works in cameras, and he said that some of the 
memory cards for the digital cameras in fact have LCDs. The best references he had 
were 6,587,140 and 4,887,161.
